ADMISSION RATES—ALL CAUSES AND RESPIRATORY DISEASES 
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CURRANT TRENDS 


Week Ending 18 May 1946 


Following last week's uvswing, the curve for admission rate for All Causes is now directed downwerd, 
with a fall from 668 last week to 652 for the current period. in the correcnonding veriod last year, the 
rate wes 632. The 5th District shows the highest rate, reaching 897, an 18 ner cent increase over its 
previous figure. The 6th District also experienced an increase in morbidity, reflected in the 14 ner cent 
increase to a rate of $63, In the 9th District, where rates have been running higher than in other sec- 
tions, there is this week a 9 ver cent drop, the rate failing from 935 to 851. The lowest incidence is re- 
flected in the rate of 363 revorted from the 7th District, 


The rate for Total Resniratory Diseases shows an increase of about 5 ver cent, rising from 136.8 to 
143.%, The rate last year was 185. It is noted thet during the corresponding period of 1945, reeniratory 
diseases accounted for nearly 30 ner cent of 911 admissions, whreras at this time only °-/ ner cent of the 
total are attributable to resniratory diseases. The 5th ane Sth Districts have the highest resniratory rates, 
both reporting 272. In the 9th District, this represents 6 slight immrovement over the nrevious week, but 
in the 5th “istrict, it shows an increase of nearly 50 ner cent. The increase in rate for all ceuses in 
the 5th District is entirely due to this merked rise in respiratory infection. In contrast, the majority 
of the districts report quite favorable rates, with the lowest, 42.2, in the Potomec and Severn Kiver 
Commends. 


INFLUSNZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, The admission rate for these iigeases showea a further 6 per 
cent drop, from 65.7 to 61.7, to reach the lowest level so far achieved this year. During the corresnonding 
week of 1945 the rate was 117. The rate is favorable throughout the United States, except in the 5th end 


Oth Districtre, where the ratee are 106.2 and 105.0 resvectively, which is more than double the rate for the 
remaining districts, The lowest rate revorted for the week was 21.5 in the 7th District. 


PNUIMONIA--BRONCHC AND LOBAR. These diseases are continuing in a low range. This week's rate of 0.7 
is half of the 1.4 reported lest week, and compsres with e rate of 2 last year. Only hslf of the districts 
report any incidence. The 13th District 1s highest, with a rate of 2.1. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, The current rate of 3.2 is double that of last week, and above the 1945 level of 
3.0. The distribution is snotty. Highty per cent of all ceses are in the 6th end llth Districts, with retes 
of 16.5 and 11.0 resvectively, while four districts renort no incidence. The merked increase in the 6th end 
llth Districts is resvonsible for the rise in the total rete, 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The rate for these diseases showed e 1 ner cent incresse from 68.1 
last week to 7/.7, which is well above last year's rate of 63. It hes already been noted that the increase 
in Total Respiratory Diseases this week wes accompanied by a decrease in Cetarrhal Fever and Influenza. It 
is now seen that the rive in Respiratory Disease rate derives from the increased incidence of Tonsillitis 
and Pharyngitis, which more than counterected the dron in Cetarrhel Fever. The major incidence is in the 
9th and 5th Districts, where rates of 166.5 and 163.6 are current. These rates pre more than double that of 
the next highest district, The rete for all Continental Naval Districts, excluding the 5th and 9th, is only 


SCA FEVER. The gredual decline in admission rate for this diserse continues, with the current rate 
of 7.4 comparing with 8.0 last week, and 12.0 @ year ago. Most of the caees are still to be found in the 
5th, 9th, end llth Districts. In the llth District there is an annrecisble immrovement with s 23 per cent 
drop to 12.0, while increases were noted in the 5th and Sth Districts. 


MEASLES. The immrovement noted in the measles rete last week is pertly obviated by en increase from 
6.7 to 8.2 this week. Tre llth District maintains its high level of Cones en? a significant increese is re- 


ported from the 9th Dietrict, where the rate rose from 4.4 to 13.8. Three districts exverienced no incidence 
this week.
